10 . Dellvery of Goods. — Goods shall not be delivered to owners or consignecs unless alls 
ducs leviahle thereon , including transit fees, are paid . 

II. Congestion of Goods. - If at any time the Traffic Manager of the port apprehends a 
scrious congestion in the transit shcds or the transit area which may affect the rapid transit of 
goods through the port , he may direct the owners or consignees of any specificd goods to remove 
such goods from thic Port premises within a specified period . If the goods are not removed within 
guch period , the Traffic Manager may cause them to be removed and restacked in any other place 
within the Port premises at the expense and the sole risk of the owners or consignees . Goods so 
removed shall be charged transit fces at the rate of Rs. 1 . 50 per tonnc/ cubic metre , per day . 


12 . Exports . - -No export cargo shall be admitted into the port premises without the permission 
in writing of thic Truffic Manager of the port. Normally export cargo for a vessel shall be 
admitted only after the vessel is opened for exports .
